Subject.— Import of yoods ati perHonal baggage under the Baggage Rules. 

No. 13-ITC(PN)/71.—Attention is invited to the Ministry of Finance Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue and In.sui'ance, New Delhi Notification No. 60-Customs/F. No. 
5/20/70-CU3, VI. dated the 27th May, 1970 and Ministry of Foreign Trade Public 
Notice No. 92-ITC(PN)/70. dated the 27th June, 1970, in which the Baggage Rules, 
1970 applicable to passengers (other than tourists) arriving from any country 
other than Ceylon, Pakistan or Nepal, have been announced. 

2. (a) In super.sessjon of the provisions contained in Public Notice No. 93- 
rrC(PN)/70. dated 27th June, 1070, it has been decided that a passenger nor¬ 
mally resident in India and returning from abroad from any country other than 
Ceylon, Pakistan or Nepal, after a stay for a period of less than 3 months abroad, 
may he allowed to import duty free and without I.TVC. formalities .articles upto 
a value of Rs. DOO. In addition he may be permitted to import, at the discTotion 
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of the proper Custom authorities, without any import licence or C.C.P., but on 
payment ol cuirtoms duty articles, for hip owp use or for tire use of his family, 
Lipfo a total value of Rs. 750, It has also been decided that in the event of the 
value of any of the following articles, exceeding Rs. 750, only that article ill be 
allowed to be imported on payment ot duty: 

( 1 ) a T.V. set; 

(ii) u llre-arm; 

Mii) a watch of a value above Rs 100; 

(iv) a camera; 

(v) u movie camera; 

(vi) a projector; 

(vil) a tape-recorder; 

(viii) an amplifier; 

(ix) a golf set; 

(x) Electric ahaver; 

(xi) Hair dryer; 

(xii) Flash gun; 

(xlil) Expossure Meter, 

To illustrate, If a TV set or a Movie Camera costs Rs 1600, which is more than 
the permissible limit of Rs. 760, that article only will be allowed subject to pay¬ 
ment of duty. It is clarified that this- concession is exclusive of the duty free 
ifllowance of Rs. 500 available to the passenger. 

(b) A passenger normally resident in India who has been living abroad conti¬ 
nuously for 3 months or more and returning to India may be permitted to Import 
articles out of the following list for his own use or his family’s use without im¬ 
port Uccnce or C,C.P, but, on payment of custom duty, purchased out of his 
earnings abroad for a value not exceeding Rs. 260 for a stay of each completed 
month abroad, provided that the total value of such articles together with the 
value of any articles flowed duty-free under the Transfer of Residence Rule.s 
concessions does not exceed Rs. 0,000: 

(i) a TV set; 

(ii) a fire-arm; 

(iii) a watch of a value above Rs. 100; 

(Iv) a camera; 

(v) a movie camera; 

(vi) a projector; 

(vli) a tape-recorder; 

(vlil) an amplifier; 

(ix) a golf set; 

(x) Electric shaver; 

(xl) Hair dryer; 

(xli) Flash gun; 

(xiii) Expossure meter; and 

articles which have been In his actual use' 

Provided, further that where the ^•alue nf one nf ai tides Imnirted bv 

the pMSengfir exceeds th® admissible valu- limb epijlicyl. l-i to him, that article 
only may tee allowed to be imported. 
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(c) A person of Indian origin, whether holding an Indian passport or a foreign 
passport who is normally resident abroad and is coming on a short visit lo India 
may be permitted to import out of the following list for presentation as gifts and 
souvenirs to his relations and friends subject to a value of Ks. 2,000 at tlie dis¬ 
cretion of the proper custom authorities without import licence or CCP but on 
payment of custom duties. In the event of subsequent visits in the same calendar 
year, the concession will be restricted to Re. 600 only;— 

(i) Watch of a value above Rs. 100; 

(ii) Electric Shavei; 

(ili) Hair Dryer; 

(iv) Tape Recorder; 

tv) Camera; 

(vi) Movie Camera; 

(vii) Flash gun; 

(vili) Expos.sure Meter; 

(lx) Projector; and 

(x) Golf set. 

Notf.. —TV set and Fire arm allowed to passengers under 2(a) and 2(b) 
above shall not be allowed to the.se pa.«senger.s. 

3. The import of a TV set under 2(a) and 2(b) will be. subject to the condi¬ 
tions that the passenger affirms a declaration that; 

(i) he or any member of Ills family has not imported or otherwise acquir¬ 

ed a television set during the last live years; 

(ii) he i.s normally residing in a place within the range of television broad¬ 

casting of AIR and the Assistant Collector of Customs has no reason 
to suspect the truth of this declaration; 

(hi) the TV set shall not be sold, gifted or otherwise parted with for live 
years from the date of clearance. 

4. The import of a fire-arm set under 2(a) and 2(b) shall be subject to the 
condition that the passenger affirms a declaration that: 

(i) he ha.s not Imported or otherwi* acquired a fire-arm of the same 
category during the last 10 years; 

For this purpose, revolvers and pistols will be considei'ed as fire-arm.*; 
of the same category as Rifles and Guns. 

(ii) the fire-arms shall not be sold, gifted, given to a retainer or otherwise 
parted with for a period of 10 years from the date of the clearance, 

5. The concession.s indicated in the jjara^raph 2(a) and 2(b) may be allowed 
provided the Assistant Collector of Customs is satisfied that the Articles are being 
imported for the bona fide u.se of the pas.scnger or his family, and subject to the 
condition that they shall not bo sold or offered for sale or otherwise disposed of 
within a period of 6 ycar.s (10 years in the case of a fire-arm) from the date of 
clearance. 


6. Other items mentioned in para 9 of the Customs Notification of 27th May, 
1970, which are not exempted from duty, c.g. Air-conditioners, Refrlgerartors. 
Cooking Range, Washing Machine and Radiogram, no Import licence or CCPs 
will be issued for the import of these items brought as baggage. Import of Ciga¬ 
rette and Alcoholic Liquor.s in excess of the quantities mentioned in the Customs 
Notification will not be permitted.
